figures com piled by his d e p a rt­ 
m ent s ta tis tic ia n s 
to

identify high-risk situations and 
to co n v in ce a ll d riv e rs to 
“sh a re the road in a safe and 
intelligent m an n er,” 
Of the 7,846 m otorcycle a c ­ 
cidents last year, 1,500 caused 
property dam age only, and 150 
w ere fatal, 80 per cent of them 
crash es with another moving 
vehicle. 
But the grim figure, C hiara- 
m ontc said w as the 80 per cent 
injury figures. Only 25 per cent 
of all other accidents involve 
persona] injury. He said the 
num ber show s just how vulner­ 
able cyclists a re and should 
d ram atize the need for constant 
w atching out by both bike and 
c a r drivers. 
Of the 80 fatal crash es in 
which a m otorcycle collided 
with another vehicle, nearly 
half occurred when one of the 
vehicles w ere turning 


COLUMBUS (UPI) — The 
Ohio House of Representatives 
has once again been handed the 
stick y 
issu e 
of 
c o llectiv e 
b argaining 
for public em ­ 
ployes, and the problem may 
now be compounded by a mini­ 
revolt over a teacher tenure 
bill. 
Majority Dem ocrats in the 
Senate fought off a threatened 
boycott by several of their own 
m embers Wednesday and sent 
the 
controversial 
bargaining 
bill over for the 
House 
to 
w restle with. 


The bill, which would author­ 
ize a limited right to strike for 
Ohio’s estim ated 500,000 public 
workers, cleared on a party- 
line vote of 21-12, but not before 
a key am endm ent w as inserted 
to pacify several Dem ocrats 
and ensure solidarity. 
Meanwhile, the House sent 
back to the Rules Com m ittee on 
a 49-46 vote the teacher tenure 
m easure in the face of warnings 
it could cause legal problems in 
concert with the co lle c tiv e 
bargaining bill as it is now 
written.

BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI 
— An American-trained Viet­ 
namese pilot who helped win 
the V ietnam w ar 
for 
the 
Communists now has gone the 
way of some other celebrities 
around the world 
Air F orce C apt. N guyen 
Thanh Trung has taken up show 
business. 
The official Vietnam News 
Agency (VNA) says Trung and 
his Flight Crew Choir wowed 
'em last recently at the Ho Chi 
MinhCity (Saigon) Popular Art 
Festival, singing “Take Wings 
To Defend Our Air Space.” 
The song “was given a big 
hand by the audience and was 
highly ap p reciated by the 
ju ry ,” VNA said in a broadcast 
monitored in Bangkok. 
When 
last 
seen 
by 
an 
American, Trung’s American 
supplied A37 was the lead jet in 
a five-plane, surprise bombing 
attack on Saigon’s Tan Son 
Nhut airbase April 28, 1975. 
The bombing raid closed the 
base to the American airplane 
evacuation then underw ay, 
forced a switch to helicopters, 
signalled a final Communist 
attack, and forced the US 
evacuation to end a day later 
Even before that, Trung on 
April 
8, 
1975, 
bombed 
the 
« 


residential palace of Nguyen 
an Thieu, rattling windows in 
Saigon, panicking some of the 


population and leading to the 
wide-open evacuation of the 
next three weeks. 
Trung was a lieutenant in the 
Saigon air force when he split 
off from a regular bombing 
formation April 8 and made 
three passes at the palace, 
dropping bombs on his last two 
runs. 
P a rt 
of the p alace was 
damaged and at 
least one 
servant was killed in the raid 
In retrospect, most historians 
of the period agree the palace 
raid by Trung was pivotal in 
galvanizing the withdrawal and 
decline in morale of the Saigon 
army. 
After the raid, Trung flew his 
F5E 
jet to Communist-con­ 
trolled Phuoc Long airbase 75 
miles north of Saigon, and from 
there was sent to Da Nang in 
northern South Vietnam al 
ready in Communist hands. 
At Da Nang, he was in­ 
structed to train four North 
Vietnamese MIG pilots on the 
A37,a small jet reportedly easy 
to m aster by alm ost any 
trained pilot. 
Trung had learned to fly both 
the A37 and the speedier F5E 
during a year of instruction in 
the United States. 
Communist officials in Viet 
nam now claim Trung was a 
longtime member of the Com­ 
munist party in deep cover in 


the Saigon m ilitary . O ther 
students of Vietnam consider 
this unlikely. 
During the raid on Tan Son 
Nhut, 
the actual 
signal 
to 
Communist forces around the 
southern capital to begin the 
final push on Saigon April 28, 
1975, Trung’s plane was unar­ 
med. He led the raid, but did not 
bomb or strafe. 
T rung w as 
prom oted 
to 
captain in the air force division 
of the P eo p le’s L iberation 
Armed Forces, as the southern 
Vietnamese Communist mili­ 
tary was called 
According to the VNA report, 
he now is stationed at Bien Hoa 
airbase, 14 miles northeast of 
Saigon.

Science Today 
More Drugs In Seaweed? 


RIVERSIDE, Calif. (UPI) 
Seaweed may be a vastly un­ 
derestim ated 
source 
of 
an­ 
tibiotics, safe insecticides and 
even anticancer drugs, accord 
ing to a scientist at University 
of California, Riverside 
“Most of the earth is covered 
by oceans,” Dr. Jam es Sims, a 
natural products chemist, said 
in an interview, “80 per cent of 
the earth ’s anim als live in the 
ocean and 85 per cent of the 
food produced by plants 
is 
produced in the ocean 
“What better place to look for 
new drugs?” 
Seaweed comes in a variety 
of colors, shapes and sizes. 
It has been used for centuries 
as a source of food and flavor 
and seaweeds have been used 
as early as the 17th century as a 
source of potash and iodine 
More recently seaweed pro­ 
ducts have been 
used as 
blending agents to thicken, gel. 
bind or stabilize the compound 
to which they are added. Those 
blending agents are used, for 
example, 
in 
tootbgjiste, 
pie 
fillings, ice cream , soaps, and 
to stabilize the head on a glass 
of beer 
Many seaweeds are rich in 
vitamin C and have been used 
in some drug products such as 
laxatives and fever depress­ 
ants 


But nevertheless Sims said 
seaweed’s potential for medi­ 
cines has been little studied 
“We are at about the cave 
man stage as far as using the 
ocean in a culturally productive 
way;" Sims said. “There is 
much being done but it is very 
primitive.

stan d ard s for food handling, 
hospital operations, recreation 
facilities, inm ate em ploym ent

plum bing and renovation in 
som e prisons; they have o r­ 
dered other prisons closed . . . 
They have elim inated a high 
school diplom a as a req u ire­ 
m ent for a firem an 's job. They 
have enjoined the construction 
of roads and bridges on en ­ 
vironm ental grounds..." 
“T he courts have becom e a 
fundam ental force in shaping 
an d 
re sh a p in g 
A m erican 
education," says Dr. F ranklin 
B W alter, sta te superintendent 
of public instruction in Ohio. 
The situation is reaching a 
point w here, in the w ords of 
Dean R oger C ram ton of the 
C o rn ell 
Law 
S chool, 
it 
is 
becom ing a crucial question of 
"how 
g o v e rn m e n t 
by 
n o n e le c te d o ffic ia ls ca n be 
squared 
with 
representative 
d em o cracy ." 
All too often, how ever, while 
they m ay com plain about it 
publicly, elected officials and 
law m akers have privately been 
m ore than happy to shift the 
burden of their responsibilities 


onto the shoulders of the courts. 
If a judge orders a prison or 
h osp ital 
ren ovated , 
for 
exam ple, and taxes have to be 
(ampli 
lised ias a consequence, they 
are off the hoook. “Don’t blam e 
u s,” they can say. “Blam e the 
courts.” 
State officials are “punting” 
their problem s to u s,” says one 
judge. 
Other defenders of judicial 
activism point out that the 
landmark civil rights cases of 
the 1950s and 1960s, which seem 
to have started the current 
trend toward judicial social- 
policy-m ak in g and priority- 
se ttin g , 
had 
to b e fought 
through the courts in the first 
place because of the failure of 
the people's representatives — 
and the people who elected 
them — to ad d ress th ese 
problems. 
One thing agreed on by both 
opponents ana supporters of 
judicial activism is that there is 
not likely to be any turning 
back to pre-intervention days. 
If the people are not getting 
the kind of governm ent they 
deserve, they are getting the 
kind of governm ent they ap­ 
parently want, even if it m eans 
"hordes of hungry lawyers and 
brigades of judges.”

Soap helps zipper slip 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to make a 
zipper work easily. A friend of mine has a pair of fifteen 
inch boots and has to use the pliers to pull the zippers up 
and down.

DEAR DOROTHY — Rub a cake of soap on the inside 


of the zipper and it should work easier. Petroleum jelly 
may also be used. Both of these do work better on metal 
zippers but can be used on the nylon ones. There is a wax 
stick sold for this purpose that is very inexpensive. —

DEAR POLLY — A good way to clean the glass doors of 
ovens is to dip a damp sponge or cloth in baking soda and use 
just as you would use scouring powder. — L.W.D. 
DEAR POLLY — Do not throw away those old gloves but 
cut the fingers out and use them to cover the handles on your 
casement windows and there will be no more marks made by 
these handles on the window shades. Hold the finger on the 
handles with rubber bands, plastic ties or pipe cleaners. —

DEAR POLLY — My kitchen counter top has sharp corners 
that are just the right height for my grandchildren to crack 
their heads on as they play.

Lack Of Rain Serious 
For Farmers In Ohio 


A lack of rain in area s of Ohio 
has becom e a “ very serious” 
problem 
for 
som e 
Buckeye 
State farm ers already hit by a 
late spring frost but the tom ato 
crop in Northwestern Ohio w as 
apparently saved by a deluge 
Sunday, an Ohio F arm Bureau 
Federation official said today. 
‘T h e lack of rainfall is a very 
se rio u s 
p ro b le m ,” 
said C. 
William Sw ank, executive vice 
president of the Ohio F arm 
Bureau Federation. “ There is 
po question about that. There 
are a lot of planted seeds not out 
of the ground and som e of them 
have been planted for w eeks.” 
"E ven what we call a good 
rain is not going to be enough,” 
said Swank “ We will need a lot 
more than that. 


“ We have had an unusual 
pattern of rainfall in that it has 
been so spotty,” Swank said. 
“ In som e area s there will be a 
good rain and right next door 
they will get nothing 
“ We had one saving rain in 
northwest Ohio on Sunday,” 
Sw ank 
sa id . 
“ The 
to m ato 
plants were just standing there 
shriveling. They got about an 
inch of rainfall from Findlay 
north and th at a p p aren tly 
saved the tom ato crop 


“ It s been a rough year for 
farm ers,” he said. 
“ About the only good price 
picture for farm ers in Ohio is 
som ething they don’t have and 
that’s soybeans,” said Swank. 
‘They have sold them out and 
now 
the m arket 
is 
bidding 
trying to find som e more. 
Swank 
explained 
that 
the 
present crop of soybeans w as 
contracted before planting and 
has already been sold. He said 
the price presently being bid is 
higher than what it w as when 
the soybeans were contracted 
from Ohio farm ers. 
“ If people think farm ers in 
Ohio can m ake a lot of money 
on soybeans because of the 
bidding they’ve got to rem em ­ 
ber they have already sold 
them ,” he said. “ So you can ’t 
sell som ething you don’t h ave.” 
Swank said a recent report 
that farm prices have gone up 
in the past six months w as 
m isleading. 
‘T h e only thing that has gone 
up significantly is beef prices 
and they were below the cost of 
production,” 
he 
said. 
“ The 
price of wheat is at rock bot­ 
tom .” 
“ No, it hasn’t been an easy 
year for Ohio farm ers,” he 
added.

1979 (models) ought to do it.” 
The tax-rebate bill is a key 
part of the administration’s 
energy package which occupied 
lawmakers on fronts ranging 
from solar energy to pipelines 
Wednesday.
